Year after year have come 
and gone since people began to 
receive the Holy Ghost under 
the Latter Rain outpourings of 
the last days. Many thought 
surely “this is the experience 
that is going to bring the Chris- 
tian people everywhere into uni- 
ty and greatness.” And for a 
few years all went on lovely 
and the sweet fellowship of 
saints seemed to be the happy 
dreams of unity materializing. 
The whole pentecostal move- 
ment taught the doctrine alike. 
They were all speaking the 
same thing as well as enjoying 
the refreshing showers. that 
were continually falling from 
heaven. , 


The preachers were clear in 
their teaching and all agreed 
that the sinner must first be 
converted, then sanctified whol- 
ly by an application of the blood 
of Jesus, and after the seeker 
was fully assured that he had 
a sky blue case of old time sanc- 
tification he was ready to tarry 
for the Holy Ghost as they did 
in the upper room at’ Jerusalem 
when about one hundred and 
twenty were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak 
with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance. 


Thousands upon thousands 
were led into this wonderful ex- 
perience and the testimonies all 
rang out clear on sanctification 
as a definite experience subse- 
quent ‘to regeneration. The 
world was hearing the gospel 
and multitudes were led into the 
beautiful light of full salvation 
and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and fire. Visions and mir- 
acles brought their usual 
amazement upon the people. 
Flashes of fire and sheens of 
light made the gospel more in- 
teresting. The glory that filled 
the churches and mission halls 
was beyond description. And 
in it all, every body was going 
along together. Christianity 
was rapidly taking on unity and 
greatness. 


The first break that came in 
the pentecostal ranks was when 
Mr. of Chicago drop- 
ped a bombshell of battle upon 
the “second blessing” doctrine 
and. proclaimed what afterward 
became known as “finished 
work” doctrine. When that 
bomb was thrown in and ex- 
ploded, it opened a thousand 
crevices in the pentecostal walls 
and almost as many theories 
and doctrines were hatched out 
of that one shell, and since that 
time God only knows what Sa- 
tan has invented and poured in- 
to the ears of weak and unset- 
tled people of all classes and 
several nationalities. I would 
not try to enumerate the theo- 
ries and fads that have really 
been a curse to the cause of 
Christ and a disgrace to the 
pentecostal movement. In ey- 
ery case its advocates called it 
“new light” the Lord-had re- 
vealed to them. But it was al- 
ways darkness instead of light. 
And by this means’ darkness has 
to an extent vailed the face of 
pentecost so that, as a whole, 
it does not shine as bright as it 
once did. At one time it all 
shined together, but now, only 


brightness at all—the Church of 
God, which still holds to the old 
doctrine of entire sanctification, 
and some other portions are do- 
ing well and shining brightly. 
The brightness of the Church 
of God is increasing with each 
passing year. 


Since the movement was 
plunged into confusion and un- 
certainty and so many different 
doctrines and beliefs sprang up, 
convention after convention 
have been called with a view to 
re-establish unity and great- 
ness. The brethren have al- 
most always given me a kind in- 
vitation to attend these conven- 
tions, but with all due respect to 
them I have as often politely de- 
clined. I have usually answered 
in the language of Nehemiah, 
“I am doing a great work, so 
that I cannot come down: why 
should the work cease, whilst 
I leave it, and come down to 
you?” Ido not send this. reply 
with any intention of disrespect 
to those who invited me, but it 
is a good and true and conveni- 
ent answer, and seems to fill the 
requirements under the circum- 
stances. 


Many different men who 
seemed to be leaders have is- 
sued these calls. Conventions 
of this character have been held 
in many different cities, but if 
anything was ever accomplished 
that brought unity and great- 
ness I have failed to hear of it. 
But in the face of all the fail- 
ures there are two or three sim- 
ilar calls out for conventions to 
be held this year. New men 
are springing up who think they 
can do something. Probably 
they can, and if they can I do 
not intend to stand in the way, 
but I do not feel any more in- 
clined to participate in them this 
year than I have in other years 
of the past. 


There is one thing that is al- 
ways very impressive to me, 
and that is, while they are con- 
vening and discussing the prob- 
lems of unity we are floating on 
just as steadily as if the wind 
never blows. The Church of 
God reminds me of a big ocean 
steamer that breasts the tide 
and rides the waves and moves 
on toward the goal regardless 
of the fury of the blast. Many 
of the convention leaders are 
restless. The common people 
who have been following them 
are getting tired of tacking 
about sailboat fashion when 
they see there is a big vessel 
afloat with a full head of steam 
that never takes time to tack, 
but is always moving forward 
regardless of wind or wave. 
Many see -this in the great 
Church of God that never calls 
conventions to discuss unity and 
fellowship.

In fact, I do 
not see any Scripture that indi- 
cates that this is the right line 
to follow. The Church of God 
is in fulfillment of prophecy, and 
perfectly Scriptural, then why 
hunt for something else? — It 
would show I was a weakling 
and unsettled for me to attend 
a convention such as described 
above. That’s exactly what’s 
the matter with these conven- 
tion leaders. They are doubtful 
of their own platform and con- 
stantly looking for another. 
They are tripping around beat- 
ing the air, and trying to make 
their people think they are go- 
ing to do something,hoping to 
keep them out of the Church of 
God. But many of their follow- 
ers are tired of waiting and they 
are already making application 
for entrance. 


God bless all these brethren. 
I hope they will get through 
with their sailboat tacking some 
time and settle upon something 
that will do to stick to. The 
Church of God is good enough 
forme andI am not looking 
elsewhere for a lodging. The 
Bible does not tell me of any- 
thing else but what will eventu- 
ally sink and disappear. No mat- 
ter what these conventioners 
build up there is no promise-of 
safety. “Only one organization 
that will not flounder, and rock, 
and wreck sooner or later. But 
even the very gates of hell shall 
not prevail against the Church 
of God.

Ques. What was the other sign as 
seen in heaven? 

Ans. There was seen a great red 
dragon. 

Ques. What is the description of 
this dragon? 

Ans. The Syriac says he was a 
fiery dragon having seven heads and 
ten horns and several diadems 
(crowns) upon his heads. (We will 
explain this further in another chap- 
ter). 

Ques. Who does this red dragon 
represent? 

Ans. He is referred to as the old 
serpent called the devil and Satan. 
Verse 9. 

Ques. The serpent just had one head 
as he left the garden of Eden, where 
did he begin to take on other heads? 

Ans. He ‘began to take on heads 
with the rise of the Gentile nations 
who persecute the Jews. 

Ques. How is this dragon to mani- 
fest his power? 

Ans. Through the nations of the 
world. 

Ques. Is there any evidence that 
Satan has any thing to do with the 
nations? 

Ans. Yes. Jesus referred to him as 
the prince of this world. Gabriel was 
dispatched to answer Daniel’s prayer 
but the prince of Persia hindered him 
for three whole weeks but Michael 
went to Gabriel’s help. This wasn’t 
the ordinary prince of Persia that it 
took two archangels to quell, but a 
mighty ruling prince, a subordinate 
of Satan, placed over the kingdom of 
Persia. Dan. 10. 

Ques. Where did John first see the 
dragon? 

Ans. When he first beheld him, he 
was standing before the women? 

Ques. Was he not persecuting the 
woman? 

Ans. No. It was only the overcom- 
ing saints (man-child) he was after. 
Verse 4. 

Ques. After the overcoming saints 
(man-child) were caught up (rapture) 
what took place in heaven? 

Ans. There was war in heaven, the 
very same heaven to which the saints 
were taken—to the mid-air. 1 Thes. 
4:17. 

Ques. Why will this war take place 
at this time? 

Ans. To rid the air of demons. Sa- 
tan is the prince of the powers of the 
air, his throne is in the air, so he with 
all his host shall be cast out of the 
etherial heavens down to the earth. 
The Lord knows that there will be 
no pleasure. for the saints in the air 
surrounded by the demon hosts, 
doubtless, every demon in the uni- 
verse will assemble to surround the 
saints, but the Lord calls for His an- 
gels and casts the wickéé spirits down 
to the earth. 

Ques. At that time what is said to 
the inhabitants of the earth? 

Ans. “Woe to the inhabitants of the 
earth and of the sea! for the devil is 
come down .unto you, having great 
wrath, because he knoweth that he 
hath but a short time.” 

Ques. At what period of the last 
week (seven years) does the birth 
and rapture of the man-child take 
place? 

Ans. It takes place at the begin- 
ning of the first half of the week. 

Ques. After the rapture, what be- 
came of the woman? 

Ans. “And the woman fied into the 
wilderness * * *, that they should feed 
her there a thousand two hundred and 
three score days (threé years and a 
half).” Verse 6. . 

Ques. Who is to sustain this woman 
for the first three years and a half 
after the man-child goes up? 

Ans. A class of people referred to 
as they. . 

Ques. What do we understand by 
this? 

Ans. We understand that the church 
left here will not be persecuted dur- 
ing the first three years and a half. 
Let us remember that the rapture 
takes place during the Philadelphian 
period, chapter 3:10, and the Laodi- 
cean, the lukewarm church, goes over 
into the tribulation. There it is, the 
overcoming saints (man-child) have 
gone up and the woman travailing no 
more but in her lukewarm condition 
is hid among the wilderness of world- 
ly sinful people. This lukewarmness 
will hold the dragon back from his 
severe persecution for the first half 
of the week. 

Ques. Is the dragon cast down im- 
mediately after the rapture takes 
place? 

Ans. It doesn’t seem so, they seem 
to antagonize the saints by their ac- 
cusations for a period of time. Verse 
10. 

Ques. What does the Syriac say of 
this? 

Ans. The Syriac says, “And I heard 
a great voice in heaven, which said: 
Now is there deliverance, *** be- 
cause the Accuser of our brethren is 
cast out.” 

Ques. What is the summary of the 
above Scripture? 

Ans. While they had been delivered 
from sin and death, they were not 
entirely. delivered from the antago- 
nism of demons, but after Satan with 
his hosts were cast down to the earth, 
the inhabitants of the air will then 
rejoice, verse 12, in that they were 
entirely delivered. 

Ques. Where do we see the sign of 
the dragon’s first appearance? 

Ans, We see it in the midst of the 
week when starts the great tribula- 
tion which is first represented by the 
red horse, also referred to as Jacob’s 
trouble which begins at the breaking 
of the covenant with the Jews. The 
devil and all his hosts are on earth 
at that time. 

Ques. After the dragon fails to cap-| 
ture the overcoming saints (the man- 





child) though he follows them to their 
camp in the air from which place he 
is cast out. What then will he do? 

Ans. He goes in rage to persecute 
the woman. 

Ques. What is said of the woman 
at this time? 

Ans. She will be given the wings of 
an eagle ahd she will flee to the 
wilderness. 

Ques. Does this mean that she will 
really have wings? 

Ans. No. This is a sign, the whole 
thing is figurative. 

Ques. What part of the week does 
the persecution take place? 

Ans. The last half. She had no 
persecution the first half, yet she 
was looking for it and kept hid. 

Ques. What does the dragon do to- 
ward the woman? 

Ans. He blows water out of his 
mouth that she might be carried 
away with the flood. Hear her say 
in Psalm 124, “If it had not been the 
Lord who was on our side, when men 
rose up against us: Then they had 
swallowed us up quick, when their 
wrath was kindled against us: Then 
the waters had overwhelmed us, the 
stream had gone over our soul: Then 
the proud waters had gone over our 
soul. Blessed be the Lord, who hath 
not given us as a prey to their teeth.” 
Doubtless, great threats will go from 
the mouth of the dragon (the govern- 
ment) against the Laodicean woman 
but his attention will be turned to the 
remnant of her seed, because they 
keep the commandments of God and 
have the testimony of Jesus Christ. 
Verse 17. 

Ques. Who are the remnant of her 
seed? 

Ans. They are some who are nct 
able to go in with the wise virgins 
but, doubtless, go and receive the 
fullness of the blessing, but are too 
late to go up with the wise virgins 
(overcoming saints—man-child) so 
they are a higher degree of saints 
than they who the woman represents. 
They are the remnant of her seed 
who receive the brunt of the persecu- 
tion, the woman having quickly fled 
into obscurity, that is, in the back- 
ground while the dragon is going 
after the remnant. We see the souls 
of this persecuted remnant under the 
altar. Notice, they were slain for the 
Word of God and their testimony 
which they kept. Chapter 6:9. The 
woman too would receive this terrible 
persecution if she would only come 
out to the front boldly for the Word 
of God and ring forth her testimony, 
but in her hiding she will only re- 
ceive waters like a river from the 
mouth of the dragon (the government 
controlled by Satan). Notice that the 
persecutions are not by sword, gun 
or any other implements of warfare 
but only by that which issues from 
the mouth of the dragon. David 
said, “The floods of ungodly men 
made me afraid.” What could floods 
here mean, but the threatening words 
of ungodly men? 

Ques. What is meant by the state- 
ment, “The earth helped the woman?” 

Ans. The word that earth is taken 
from is ge which means not only the 
ground but includes the inhabitants. 
James tells us that the husbandman 
is waiting for the precious fruit of 
the earth (ge). Jas. 5:7. If earth 
here meant ground, He would be wait- 
ing for the precious fruit of the 
ground, but he means by the pre- 
cious fruit, the saints of God out of 
the world of inhabitants, 


Ques. What then would be the 
meaning of the statement, The earth 
(ge) helped the woman? 

Ans. The meaning is the inhabi- 
tants helped the woman. Doubtless, 
as the antichrist with his officers pour 
out great threats, the inhabitants 
stand by the woman because they are 
of the world, and the Laodicean wo- 
man so cold and worldly that you can 
hardly tell one from,the other, there- 
fore, they are hid and the rivers and 
floods from the mouths of the anti- 
christ’s ungodly men fall to the earth: 
so they go to persecuting something 
that they know does exist, the rem- 
nant of her seed who are out in plain 
view and do not care who sees them. 
They actually spill their blood for 
their testimony. 

Ques. What 1s meant by the state- 
ment, “That she might fly into the 
wilderness, into her place?” Verse .14. 

Ans. The children or Israel went 
through the Wilderness of Sin on 
their way to Canaan’s land, but after 
they rebelled they were turned back 
to that Wilderness where they wan- 
dered for forty years and then died. 
This Laodicean lukewarm woman is 
not the overcoming saints, all that is 
connected with her, known as the 
overcoming saints (man-child) will 
have bid her farewell and her place 
is in the Wilderness because she had 
failed to go on to higher heights as 
had the overcoming saints (man- 
child). ; 

Ques. What do the wings given to 
the woman represent? . 

Ans. It, doubtless, represents her 
rapidity in secreting herself from the 
persecutions. Some people have the 
tendency now to flee from persecu- 
tions, they do it by joining hands with 
the world. The world loves its own.

GOD AS A BUILDING

Solomon declared, “Wisdom hath 


builded her house.” Prov. 9:1. 


We iead again that it pleased God to 
dwell in the place where He had 
chosen to put His name. 

In all the church organizations in 
the world, there is only one that 
bears His name. This is the one that 
is built at the right place, on the 
proper foundation and of the right 
kind of material. Then she has a 
perfect right to the Bible name—the 
Church of God. 

In 1 Kings 5:5 we read, “And, be- 
hold, I purpose to build a house unto 
the name of the Lord my God, as the 
Lord spake unto David my father, 
saying, Thy son, whom I will set up. 
on thy throne in thy room, he shail 
build a house unto my name.” 

David could not build this house on 
account of the wars which were about 
him on every side, but the time came 
when the wars were ended and at 
God’s appointed time and in His own 
good way, Solomon’s temple was 
erected in a regular systematic way. 
She is a beautiful type of the building 
of God, which is the Church of God. 

We will notice the order in which 
Solomon’s men were sent out. Solo- 
mon is considered a very wise man 
for God gave him wisdom and he rep- 
resented the great builder of the 
Church of God. i 

Solomon sent his men to Lebanon, 
ten thousand per month to hew tim- 
ber and bear burdens. Séventy thou- 
sand to bear burdens and eighty thou- 
sand to hew timbers. I don’t suppose 
these burden bearers wanted to hew 
timber, neither do I suppose the hew- 
ers wanted to bear the burdens, but 
every man working in the proper 
place where he was assigned by his 
overseer. 

In verse sixteen of the same chap- 
ter we learn that the wise man real- 
ly had overseers “over this work three 
thousand and three hundred which 
ruled over the people that wrought 
in the work.” Each overseer had a 
certain part of the work to do and 
had under him a special class of peo- 
ple, prepared especially for that kind 
of work. They went to the moun- 
tains of Lebanon to hew cedars and 
stones for the great building which 
was to be erected in Jerusalem. 

We too are supposed to go out in- 
to the mountains of sin and hew out 
material (lively stones) / for the 
Church of God. We are to get these 
lively stones ready for the building 
before they are put into the building. 
This is done by getting them saved 
from their sins and walking in the 
light. As a natural consequence, as 
they walk in the light, they get sanc- 
tified and filled with the Holy Ghost. 

In verse seventeen we hear the 
king’s command to bring “great 
stones, costly stones, and hewed 
stones, to lay the foundation of the 
house.” These so beautifully repre- 
sent the foundation upon which the 
great Church of God is builded (the 
apostles and prophets). 


These workers in the mountains 
were subject to their king and not on- 
ly were they subject to him but were 
willing to and did submit to those 
who had the rule of them and were in 
perfect harmony with each other and 
the work in general. They were so 
completely and perfectly organized 
that all parts of the work went on 
at the same time in a regular sys- 
tematic way until the timbers and 
stones were all hewn out, the burden 
bearers had delivered it to the float 
and was taken to Joppa where it 
was unloaded, thence up to Jerusa- 
lem and in 1 Kings 6:7 we learn, “And 
the house, when it was in building, 
was built of stone made ready before 
it was brought thither: so that there 
was neither hammer nor axe nor any 
tool of iron heard in the house, while 
it was in building.” 


These stones were made ready be- 
fore they were brought to the place 
of building, likewise, we, before we 
can become a member of God’s 
Church, must be made ready by be- 
ing translated from the kingdom of 
darkness into the kingdom of God’s 
dear Son. 


This is done by repenting of our 
sins and believing God to the saving 
of our souls—made a child of God by 
faith in Him through His Son, Jesus 
Christ. 

“The door for the middle chamber 
was in the right side of the house: 
and they went up with winding stairs 
into the middle chamber, and out of 
the middle into the third.” 


This shows that In the Church of 
God we can get into the house (the 
Church) if we just have our sins for- 
given, then proceed up the winding 
stairs into the middle chamber of 
sanctification, then out of the middle 
chamber into the third which is the 
Holy Ghost baptism with speaking in 
tongues as the evidence. 


This type is also given in Noah’s 





ark that was three stories high. There 


iwas a window in the top of the ark, 
A house then is a place to dwell in. 


this corresponds with Hosea 6:2, 
“After two days will he revive us: 
in the third day he will raise us up, 
and we shall live in his sight.” A 
day signifies an age or dispensation 
so after the Patriarch and Jewish 
ages .which this expression, “after 
two days,” represents, He did revive 
the people by pouring out His Spirit 
on the day of Pentecost. Then in 
this third day or age or dispensation, 
he has raised us up.in our experience 
to the third story where we can see 
through the window, as it were, and 
by faith can lay hold on the prom- 
ises of God and are beginning to see 
some of the signs follow. 

In 2 Chr. 2:1 we see Solomon’s de- 
termination “to build a house for the 
name of the Lord, and an house for 
his kingdom.” He was king over 
this house, therefore, the people who 
resided in his kingdom were under 
his government and he had the rule 
over them. 


Since Jesus. has built a Church un- 
to the name of our Lord, as truly as 
the building in Jerusalem was known 
as the building of Solomon or the 
temple of Solomon, because he was 
the builder and just as true as Jesus 
is the builder of the house or Church 
of God and did this and all things 
else in the name of the Father, it 
surely must and does take the Fath- 
er’s name—the Church of God. 

In 2 Chr. 4:1, we find that this 
building had an altar. A very im- 
portant thing to have in church. After 
the temple was completed Solomon 
stood before this altar in the pres 
ence of all the congregation of Israel 
and spread forth his hands, “And said, 
O Lord God of Israel, there is no God 
like thee in the heaven, nor in the 
earth; which keepest covenant, and 
shewest mercy unto thy servants, 
that walk before thee with all their 
hearts.” 

God has always had a well defined 
and perfect system of government and 
has manifested Himself to those who 
walk in all His ways and are willing 
to hear Him in all things, as He does 
not manifest Himself to any other 
people in the world. Solomon closed 
this prayer by saying, “That thine 
eyes may be open upon this house 
day and night, upon the place where- 
of thou hast said that thou wouldest 
put thy name there; to hearken un- 
to the prayer which. thy servant 
prayeth toward this place.” 


Afterwards came the Queen of She- 
ba to prove Solomon with. hard ques- 
tions, but Solomon was able for the 
occasion and told her all her ques- 
tions, kept nothing hid from her, but 
told her ALL things. After this great 
queen had seen the wisdom of Solo- 


built and took notice to the meat of 


vants, and the attendance of his min- 
isters and their apparel, his cupbear- 
ers also and their apparel, and the 
way that he got into this house of the 
Lord or the Church of God will be 
taken up later on. 


After this queen had beheld the per- 
fect order and government of the 
house of God there was no more spir- 
it in her. “And she said to the king, 
It was a true report which I heard in 
mine own land of thine acts, and of 
thy wisdom: Howbeit I believed not 
their words, until I came; and mine. 
eyes had seen it: and, behold, the 
one half *** was not told me.” 

“Thou son of man, shew the house 
to the house of Israel, that they may 
be ashamed of their iniquities: and 
let them measure the pattern.” Ezek. 
43:10. 

After they have seen the pattern 
they will have an idea of the size, 
shape, form and know something 
about the foundation, “And if they be 
ashamed of all that they have done, 
shew them the form of the house, and 
the fashion thereof and the goings 
out thereof, and the comings in there- 
of, and all the forms thereof, and all 
the ordinances thereof, and all the 
forms thereof, and all the laws there- 
of: and write it in their sight, that 
they may keep the whole form there- 
of, and all the ordinances thereof, and 
do them.” 

Notice this house has a _ form, 
therefore, it cannot be just a spiritual 
house only, it has not only a form 
but we are shown how to get into 
this house and out of it too. We have 
the laws of this house written in our 
sight in the New Testament and are 
commanded to keep the whole form 
and to hear Him (Jesus) in all things 
whatsoever He doth command us. 


The law of the house it to have an 
experience that measures up to the 
Bible standard. “Upon the top of the 
mountain the whole limit thereof 
round about shall be most holy.” 

In the Church of God, it is one of 
liis ordinances for us to be holy.
